Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of. the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The attorneys of application 10/776,797, Nicole Tepe and Steven 
Goldstein, called to discuss potential amendments to overcome 102(e) prior arts and being in compliance with 
Restriction requirement. More specifically, it was proposed to amend claim 51 by adding limitations such as "for 
treatment of atherosclerosis" to the claimed methods. The Examiners indicated that addition of intended use of the 
claimed methods by changing preamble is not sufficient, in itself, to overcome the prior arts. With respect to being in 
compliance with original Restriction requirement, the Examiners cautioned the attorneys to keep in mind of support of 
claim amendments by specification and the amended claims need to be in agreement with Restriction requirement 
regarding the limitations on the targeted mammals between Group II (which was elected and examined, reciting a 
mammal having deficiency in biological active lipid hydrolyzing protein or polypeptide) and Group III (which recites the 
phrase a mammal with atherosclerosis), as discussed on page 3 of the Non-Final office action mailed on 03/07/2007.
